“We have af present exactly 
double that namber, namely, 
1,200,000 men, and the number 
grows almost faster than we can 
cope with it, This ie only the 
beginning. 

“It is our way, as wellas that of 
America, to begin to raise our 
armies after tho war breaks ont, 
and to go on raising them until our 
ultimate ends are achieved. With 
1,200,000 men at home, the army 
in the field and the hundreds of 
thonsands forming in India, Can. 
ada, Australia and elsewhere are 
merely the nucleus upon which 
other armies are eventually to be 
built 

“It is only a question of time. 
It stands to reason that an empire 
of four hundred million can never 
lack men, This war, for us, bas 
hardly begun, We have sent 
merely an advance into France 
In the spring the remainder of the 
advance yuard will follow, and 
somewhero near the end ot 1915 
tho main body will begin to come 
into view, 

“We are sorry for the allies that 
we areeven slower than Russia in 
making our weight felt, but a year 
or 80 hence, when the allies need a 
rest, we shall bein a position to 
make good war, 

“Nothing can arrest the steadily 
descending figures of our army. 
Their cost is of little account, since 
Germany will ultimately have to 
pay in territory as well as money, 

“Imagine things at their worst, 
Imagine the last Cossack on the 
Urals and the last French door.

no worse off than when we began 
war against Napoleon,” 


WORLD’S SAVINGS WILL BE 
ABSORBED 


Getober 18,—Paul LeRoy- 
Beaulieu, the French economist, esti- 
motes that cach of the greater belli- 
gerents is spending an average of 
$200,000,000 monthly, 

In presenting these figures to the 
Academy of Moral and Political Sci- 
ence, he said that he considered it 
probable that the war would continue 
for several months from August 1, 
Accordingly the five greater powers 
engaged were committed to an expen 
diture of seven billion, Each of the 
smaller states, including Japan, will 
have expeuses of from $600,000,000 to 
$509,000,000 to meet, 

“One might say, he says, that th- 
war will cost the fighting powers 
roughly 810,000,000,000, These figures 
which do not take into account the 
losses in revenue during hostilities 
will be met, first, by the issuance of 
notes against the accumulated gold in 
the government banks; second, by 
the issuance of short term treasury 
bonds, to which all governments ave 
having recourse during the war; and, 
third, by delaying payments for mili- 
tary necessities, The larger part of 
the savings of the world will be ab 
sorbed by the taking up of natural 
loans and economic progress will be

HAS HAD STRENUOUS CAREER 


How Admiral Jellicoe Won and Lost a 
Medal 

Britain's admiral in the North Sea 
has had exciting times in his life. 

When a lieutenant on H.M.S. 
Monarch, a Glasgow steamer strand- 
ed off Europa Point, on the Spanish 
Coast, about three miles from Gib- 
raltar, 

The Monarch had left Gibraltar for 
target. practice and had left all her 
boats but one small one behind. See- 
ing the almost hopeless position of 
the Tuttrickdale’s crew, the command- 
er of the battleship called for vol- 
unteers, and Lieutenant Jellicoe and 
seven seamen got into the small boat 
and pulled for all they were worth. 
The boat could not live in the heavy 
seas, however, and before they could 
reach the wreck it capsized. 

Fortunately each man had donned 
a cork jacket before starting, and 
after a terrible struggle in the waves 
all of them were washed ashore more 
dead than alive. The crew of the 
stranded ship was rescued by a 
Spanish fishing boat, and the British 
hoard of trade distributed rewards, 
Lieutenant Jellicoe receiving a medal, 
which he was destined to lose, 

He was commander of M.H,S. Vie- 
toria when she was rammed in 1893 
by the Camperdown, St the time 
of the disaster, Commander Jellicoe 
was down with a sharp attack of fev- 
er, Startled by the terrific crash as 
the two great ships came together, 
the invalid struggled from his bunk 
and staggered up on deck, clad only 
in pyjamas, .

The day on which England deliver- 
ed her ultimatum to Germany, the Ger- 
man Chancellor made a speech in the 
Reichstag which seems destined to be 
Memorable in the annals of civiliza- 
tion, says the London Times editori- 
ally. It is, we believe, the most crude 
avowal on record of utter unmorality 
on the part of a great state, That 
avowal is the 1.ore striking because 
it is made by a statesman who has 
won respect and confidence in this 
country for his upright personal char- 
acter and for the sense of justice and 
fairness he was supposed to entertain, 
He has shown’ us himself how the 
most just and reagonable of German 
politicians can think and speak when 
their interests come into conflict with 
the rights of other men, 

“Gentlemen, we are now in a state 
of necessity, and necessity knows no 
law! O©ur troops have occupied Lux- 
emberg, and perhaps (as a matter of 
fact the speaker knew that Belgium 
had been invaded that morning) are 
already on Belgian soil.

Strassburg is once more figuring as 
an important spot in the theatre of 
war. After its capture the city was 
formally ceded to Germany by France 
in the war of 1870, It is of stragetic 
value being 250 miles east of Paris 
and 370 miles southwest of Berlin. 

4 far the most important building 
is the minster or cathedral, which 
in its present form represents the 
activity of four centuries, although 
eet of te crypt dates back as far as 
1015. 

it is considered one of the grandest 
churches on the European contin- 
ent. 

The tall spire rising from its west- 
ern front reaches a height of 466 feet. 
It is richly embellished by statues and 
bas-reliefs. The screen of double 
tracery, of thirteenth century origin, 
is the work of Steinbach. The in- 
terlor is majestic, with its vast 
dimensions and rich decorations. 

In‘ the south transept of the cath- 
edral stands the remarkable astro- 
nomical clock, which was built in the 
fourteenth century, and renovated in 
1839-42. It includes a perpetual cal- 
endar; the relative position and 
movements of the planets forming 
the solar system, and many automatic 
figures which operate at stated in- 
tervals, 

The cathedral was severely dam- 
aged in the siege of 1870 as was, also, 
the library, another very important 
building. All traces of this havoc 
have now been removed. 

The library was an old episcopal 
palace, built in the decade 1731-41. 
The books and manuscripts of the 
library were destroyed in 1870. Al 
though many of them could not be
